Resolution point 38 from the UAE Global Climate Action at COP 28 in 2023 focuses on 
the Race to Resilience campaign’s collaboration with the Sharm el-Sheikh Adaptation 
Agenda (SAA) to mobilize non-party stakeholders towards human-focused resilience- 
building efforts. The progress report, published under the leadership of the High-Level 
Champions, indicates that robust pledges set by the Race to Resilience campaign’s 
partners would enhance the resilience of 3.17 billion people by 2030, with action 
already underway to boost the resilience of 1.87 billion people. 


Positive Side: 


Collaborative Efforts: The collaboration between the Race to Resilience campaign and 
the SAA demonstrates a coordinated approach towards human-focused resilience- 
building.

The target to 
enhance the resilience of 3.17 billion people by 2030 showcases a strong collective 
ambition to address the growing challenges posed by climate change impacts, 
particularly for vulnerable populations. 


Progress in Action: The report highlights that action is already underway to boost the 
resilience of 1.87 billion people, indicating tangible progress towards achieving 
resilience-building objectives. This demonstrates that efforts are not only focused on 
setting targets but also on implementing concrete actions to enhance resilience in 
communities vulnerable to climate change impacts. 


Negative Side: 


Measurement Challenges: While the report indicates progress in boosting resilience, 
there may be challenges in accurately measuring the impact of resilience-building 
efforts. Assessing the effectiveness of interventions and their contribution to enhancing 
resilience in specific communities may require robust monitoring and evaluation 
mechanisms, which could pose implementation challenges. 


Equity and Inclusivity: Despite the ambitious targets set by the Race to Resilience 
campaign, there may be concerns regarding the equitable distribution of resilience- 
building efforts. Ensuring that vulnerable communities, including those 
disproportionately affected by climate change, have equitable access to resilience- 
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building initiatives may require greater attention to inclusivity and community 
engagement. 


Resource Allocation: Achieving the ambitious target of enhancing the resilience of 3.17 
billion people by 2030 may require substantial financial and technical resources. 
Ensuring adequate resource allocation and mobilization to support resilience-building 
efforts, particularly in low-income and vulnerable communities, could pose challenges 
amidst competing priorities and resource constraints. 


In conclusion, while Resolution point 38 highlights positive progress towards enhancing 
resilience through collaborative efforts, it also underscores challenges related to 
measurement, equity, inclusivity, and resource allocation. Addressing these challenges 
will be essential for maximizing the effectiveness of resilience-building initiatives and 
ensuring their impact on vulnerable communities. 
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
